Hard Evidence: Estrogen and Canc'ef 

In a telephone interview with Her-Self news- 
paper, Austin said that there is now medical 
evidence to support a direct causal link between 
estrogen and endometrial cancer- 

Indeed ? when taken together the four articles 
in the New England Journal of Medicine present a 
very persuasive argument against the use of estro- 
gen replacement therapy. 

The first article, ’’Association of Exogenous 
Estrogen and Endometrial Cancer” compares 317 
women with endometrial cancer 148 years or cider ) 
with 317 matched women without cancer- Of the 
317 with cancer , 152 had been treated with estro- 
gens beforehand, as opposed to only 54 in the con- 
trol group* 

The distribution implies that ’’the risk of 
endometrial cancer was 45 Limes greater among 
women exposed to estrogen therapy ” 

The second article ” Increased Risk oi Endometria] 
Carcinoma Among Users of Conjugate Estrogens” by 
Harry Ziel M ,D , and William F inkle* PhD.- describes 
a study using two control patients to every one 
patient with endometrial cancer - 

All totaled, theie were 94 ’’matched triples" 
who were compared for age, residential area in Los 
Angeles, duration or membership in the Kaiser 
Foundation Health Plan, and the cancer risk category, 
based on the patients 1 medical history* 

The study showed "an association between con- 
jugated estrogens use and the development of end- 
ometrial cancer,” This assiciation* said Ziel and 
Finkle, "cannot be explained by such [other] 
factors as age, excessive weight, age at menopause 
or parity,” [Parity refers to having borne ’children] 

One thing which the Ziel and Finkle article 
mentions which the others do net, is the use or 
estrogen replacement therapy in women who * ve had 
their ovaries emoved surgically, and young women - 
with malfunctioning of the ovaries.. Among these 
two groups of women , they point out, endometrial 
cancers "exceeds the expected number,” indicating 
that here, too, estrogen replacement therapy may 
be the cause. 

"Cancer Risk and Estrogen Use in the Menopause/’ 
is an editorial in the New England Journal by- 
Kenneth Ryan, M-D - Ryan begins with the statement 
that the "Contributory association of Estrogenic 
hormones with carcinoma of the endometrium and 
breast in the human has been suspected for years " 
[Emphasis added] 

His information reiterates the figures in. the 
two scientific acti :ies ; that estrogen users face 
a 5 to 14 umeb higher msk or getting endometrial 
cancer.

According to medical evidence, 
estrogen replacement therapy does not inhibit facial 
wrinkles, or sagging breast tissue: It does not 
give ycu extra energy, nor does it make you "more 
feminine" (whatever that is) Estrogen replacement 
therapy does not stay the aging process. Currently 
there is disputed evidence whether ERT has any re- 
tarding effect on the development of osteoporosis

Dr, Noel S, Weiss, author of ’’Risks and Benefits 
of Estrogen Use" in the New England Journal if Medi- 
cine, stated that "if a woman is given r=;rcgen, 
she should be monitored closely for endometrial 
carcinoma , ” 

One of the important questions p;sea by Weiss 
is whether postmenopausal women who cake escrogen 
but who have their periods artificially brought on by 
hormones — progestins — will still be a high risk 
for endometrial cancer. (Progestins and estrogen 
are ingredients in oral contraceptives O 

The rationale here is that pcs tmencpaasax women 
may be developing endometrial cancer because the 
uterus is being continually stimulated by estrogen 
while the uterine lining is never shea Further it 
is thought that periodic shedding of the lining is 
a deterrent to endometrial cancer. This is all not 
conclusively proven, however. 

One gynecologist informed this archer that she

EXXON GRANTED LEASES TO EXPLORE 
FOR URANIUM IN THE GRAND CANYON 

NEW YORK (LNS) — If you want to see the Grand 
Canyon — or at least parts of it — you better plan 
on going soon. According to Not Man Apart, the 
publication cf Friends of the Earth, the Exxon Oil 
Corporation has been granted several government 
permits to explore for uranium in the western 
reaches of the canyon. 

The leases, granted by the Secretary of the 
Interior, are located in a portion of the Grand 
Canyon Recreation Area. Lands inside the area des- 
ignated as a National Park are closed to mining 
Environmentalists have been trying for years to get 
the remote area leased to Exxon included in the Park 
area. But now Exxon’s exploration will probably re- 
move the area from future consideration c 

In October, 1974, the Park Service recommended 
against giving exploration rights to Exxon, saying 
that road construction to the drill site ’’would 
irreparably scar the land as it would have to miss 
a small, steep canyon.” By April, 1975, however, 
the Park Service withdrew its objection without 
explanat ion , 

The public was also completely excluded from 
the decision to grant the leases. The Park Servile 
ignored the National Environmental Policy Act whi_h 
requires environmental impact statements on ”maj;r 
federal actions significantly affecting the qual- 
ity of the human environment.” The impact state- 
ment process would have opened discussion up to 
public hearings but the leases were granted with- 
out any such debate. 

The Park Services’ only public report on :b= 
proposed exploration states that ”lf development 
takes place and a full-scale mining operation is 
begun as a result of these explorations, signin- 
cant environmental changes may result.” The rep; re 
adds that ”It is not possible to predict the mag- 
nitude of these changes at this time.” 

Exploration work has yet to begin and Friends 
of the Earth urge both environmentalists and op- 
ponents of nuclear power to write to Superinten- 
dent, Lake Mead National Recreational Area, 60i 
Nevada Highway, Boulder City, Nevada 89005, urging 
him to revoke the leases to Exxon.

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PI NELL DESCRIBES GEORGE JACKSON MURDER 
AS SAN QUENTIN SIX TRIAL CONTINUES 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- A clearer picture of what hap- 
pened at San Quentin Prison on August 21, 1971 is emer- 
ging at the trial of six prison activists known as the 
San Quentin Six. 

Three prisoners, including black activist George 
Jackson, and three guards were killed on that date in 
what the state maintains was an escape attempt. The 
prisoners and their supporters say that there was a 
murder conspiracy by state officials against political 
activists in the prison. 

The current trial began nine months ago. The Six 
are facing murder, conspiracy, and assault charges 
stemming from the incident. 

Defendant Hugo Pinell, acting as his own attorney, 
began presenting his defense in early January. After 
a month of testimony by defense witnesses describing 
guards or threatening prisoners and the degrading pri- 
son conditions, Pinell himself took the stand to des- 
cribe what he saw happen to George Jackson on August 
21, 1971. 

Pinell said that on that date Jackson warned him 
to be on the alert for trouble: "These jive pigs are 
up to something," Pinell said Jackson told him. 

When Jackson was brought into the prison search 
area after a visit with his attorney Steve Bingham, 
Pinell said he watched with a hand mirror from inside 
his cell as Jackson prepared for a strip search. 

Pineil testified that guard Paul Krasenes pulled a 
gun and pointed it directly at Jackson, who raised his 
hands and stepped back. No guns are allowed in the 
prison, except on the walls and towers, Pinell ex^ 
plained, so presumably Jackson knew that the gun was 
part of a plan to kill him. 

Guard Urbano Rubiaco began to move towards Jack- 
son, who simultaneously kicked Rubaico in the chest 
and ka rate-chopped the gun from Krasenes 1 hand. Jack- 
son then seized the gun and had the two guards at bay. 
Jackson was ?. tall, powerful man who exercised regu- 
larly and practiced karate. 

Next Jackson ordered Rubaico to release the other 
prisoners on the tier. Pinell then used bedsheets to 
tie up the two guards and another that appeared. 


Steve Bingham was part of the state's conspiracy to 
kill Jackson . 

Jerry Herman, the Marin County prosecutor, had 
opened the trial with the state's case in late July, 
The state could not prove that any of the Six killed 
anyone, Herman conceded at the start of the trial 
But he said he would show that the Six participated 
in a conspiracy to kill, in which case California law 
would allow a conviction of murder. Herman proceeded 
to give the heart of the state's case, with three 
prison guards testifying that the defendants had par- 
ticipated in the alleged escape by leaving their 
cells, and attacking and tying up several guards,

NATIONAL AMNESTY WEEK SET FOR FEBRUARY 22-28 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- A major push for unconditional 
amnesty for all resisters of the war in Indochina has 
been set for the week of February 22-28. A coal t on 
of over 100 organ i zat ions has designated those dates 
National Amnesty Week and is calling on local groups 
across the country to dramatize the need for univer- 
sal, unconditional amnesty at that time. 

Those in need of amnesty include about 700,000 
Vietnam -era veterans who received less than honorable 

discharges t The vast majority of vets in this cate- 
gory are working class, about 30% being third world 
Veterans who received less than honorable discharges 
are denied Gl benefits, including medical attention, 
and are often unable to get jobs because of the class 
f i cat i on . 

It is estimated that about a million young men 
evaded registering for the draft when they reached 
18 during the Vietnam war years. These people are 
still in legal jeopardy. Thousands of others who 
refused the draft went into exile in Canada and 
Europe . 

Tens of thousands of other GIs went AW0L wh r e 
in the service and are subject to jail terms. Others 
in need of amnesty are the tens of thousands conv'ctec 
for acts of resistance to the war, either as G*s o r 
civil i ansT 


Pineil said he ran to the open door when he heard 
a shot and saw Jackson lying outside on his back. 
Jackson turned himself over with difficulty, and tried 
to crawl, but was too badly wounded. 

Pinell said he started towards Jackson, but was 
held back by another prisoner who told him it would be 
suicidal to go outside. Moments later, Pinell said he 
heard more shots from outside. 


The vast majority of war resisters boycotted P r e‘ 
ident Ford's "earned re-entry" program that ended r* 
March of 1975. Amnesty activists noted that Ford s s 
program ignored many in need of amnesty, including 
those with less than honorable discharges, and fa * ed 
to admit the illegality of U.S. involvement In Indo- 
china. Of the close to 2 million people in need of 
some form of amnesty, only 113,000 applied for Fod's 
1 'c 1 emency . ' 1 


After the shooting of Jackson, Pinell said pri- 
soners were subjected to several hours of brutal beat- 
ings by prison guards. One handcuffed prisoners, Alan 
Mane i no, was shot and wounded. 


Earlier testimony in the trial by another prison- 
er, Ruchell Magee, collaborated Pinell 's description 
of the events leading to Jackson's death. 


Although Pinell and the rest of the Six have been 
divided over the defense strategy, the five other de- 
fendants raised their voices in support of Pinell as 
he testified. Pinell is maintaining a separate defense 
from the other five, claiming that Jackson's attorney

TWO MENOMINEE ACT? V I STS KILLED BY POLICE 

NEW YORK (LNS) — Two Menominee Indians were k li- 
ed in Neopit, Wisconsin by an officer of the Sher ffs 
Department on the night of February 3 Although the 
Shawano County District Attorney refuses to release 
the autopsies, a medical student who was in the hos- 
pital’s emergency room when the men were brought n 
charges that the two were shot in the back. 

The two, John Waubascum and ArHn Pamanet , were 
involved in the 34-day takeover, begun last Januay 
first, of the former Alexian Brothers Nov i t ate. 

The Menomineee Warrior Society occupied the unused 
novitiate and demanded that it be turned over to 
the Menominees for use as a hospital or school 

S ; nee that time the Alexian Brothers have 
broken their agreement to turn over the prope v ty and 
five Menominees have been charged with felon es 
in connection with the takeover. Waubascum was one 
of the five. 

Sheriff Ken F : sh, who admits to the recent k * 1 - 
ings, claims that he was called to the Waubascum 
residence to settle a marital dispute and sho* only 
after Waubascum and Pamanet fired first. 

Sheriff Fish is known for his attacks on Nat ve 
Americans, particularly since the novitiate takeover 
Despite nearly two dozen affidavits, nclud ng one 
filed by a former deputy sheriff, attesting to F sh*s 
drunken behavior while blandishing loaded weapons, 
the governor has refused to suspend him

the CUPW explained. "Finally, with the help of a° 
impressive public boycott of the Postal Code and 
strike action [a nearly two-month long nat'-onw de 
postal strike at the end of the 1975], the gove-n- 
ment came around to seeing the issue our way," 

"On behalf of all postal workers, I extend cu v 
sincere thanks for the solidarity and support shown 
by so many Canadians," Davidson said. "We hope the
